a rise in the upper waters of the Mississippi that hundreds of 
acres of sugar corn have been washed away by the floods. 
Truck of other kinds, including cabbage, has suffered similarly, 
and sour kraut packers are complaining. 

There is no change of price noted in respect to canned corn, 
but the holdings are well cleaned up, and the market is waiting 
for the beginning of the new pack and with an excellent desire 
to obtain it. Corn is, therefore, in good condition, not having 
depreciated, as did tomatoes, and it is known that the crop this 
year will not be sufficient to cause an overpack. 

It is now certain that apples are going to be less than the 
needed supply and the bright outlook of a few months ago has 
disappeared. Europe will not have more than half a crop in a 
general sense and there will be a heavy call for American apples 
in that market. This insures an increase in the pack of gallon 
apples, which are becoming every year more in favor. Peaches 
are steadily advancing uuder the influence of late reports from 
the orchards. No. 3 standards now are quoted at $1.45 for 
white and $1.50 for yellow; seconds are quoted at $1.15 and 
$1.20 for the uwo qualities; gallon pies, both peeled and un- 
peeled are about out; No. 3 pie are quoted, for unpeeled, at 75c. 
and peeled, at $1. 

Pineapples record no change in quotation. No.1 EK. & C. 
are still held at 75c. and 80c.; grated at 85c. and goc. for stand- 
ard; grated pie No. 3, 7oc.; No. 2 E. & C. standard, $1.00 to 
$1.10; extras No. 2, grated, $1.80 to $1.90; $1.50 and $1.60 for 
E. & C.; No. 2 preserved E. & C., $1.80 to $1.go, and No. 2 
grated, preserved, $1.80 to $1.90; gallon pie, grated, $2.10. 

Blackberries and raspberries are still continuing to come in 
in large quantities, and packers are still handling them. No. 2 
strawberries are quoted at 57%c.; extra preserved $1.20 to $1.35 
for No 2; standard raspberries at 7oc.; extras, preserved, red, 
$1.20; standard blackberries No. 2, 60c.; extras, $1.20; stand- 
ard gooseberries No. 2, 7134c.; blueberries, 95c. 


Quotations on cove oysters at this season of the year go un- 
changed. Ten-ounce standards are quoted at $1.50; 8-ounce at 
$1.40; 5-ounce at 75c., and 4-ounce at 7oc. 

The situation in tin plates on account of its relation to pig 
tin is getting to be worth close watching. The position of this 
metal in the London market is at present very strong and made 
much stronger by the knowledge that there is a very small 
supply of pig tin in America available for use. It is expected 
that pig tin, and, as a consequence tin plate and, therefore, tin 
cans will advance at a very early date, and it is already a matter 
of surprise that the great can manufacturing concerns have man- 
aged to hold the price down so long, it being evident that. they 


-must have by this time consumed whatever quantities of low- 


priced tin plate they managed to secure. ‘There has been a com- 
paratively slight advance in the quotations of pig tin on the 
week, the present figures being from $31.85 to $32.25, according 
to the size of order. There is no change to record in the price 
of pig lead, but the recent actions in the price of pig tin have 
caused an advance in the quotations of solder. It is now held at 
19c., 18c. and 17¢,, according to quality. There is, however, no 
other definite variation mentioned in canner’s metals, which can 
be found on their regular page. 


Wolcott, N. Y¥Y.—Peas and cucumbers, which are important crops 
throughout this section, are suffering badly as a result of the excessive rain 
all this season, says our correspondent, Peas are calculated to be wet 
weather plants, but this season has been too wet even for them and many 
patches are looking decidedly yellow. In a few cases the growers have 
asked factory to let them off and cancel their contract, so that they may try 
another crop on the same ground this season, being satisfied that the peas 
would not amount to anything. About 200 acres of cucumbers are under 
cultivation, and some of them are looking well, while others are yellow 
from the excessive moisture, and in some cases sections of the fields have 
had to be replanted four or five times, the seeds washing out of the ground 
or the plants being carried away by the flood of water. The striped cucum- 
ber beetle has done but very little damage so far this season.

New Y ork Miarket 


Market Conditions, 
Changes and Outlook. 


Reported by Special Correspondent. 


— New York, July 1g.—With the mercury hovering close 
around 100° and humanity sweltering in the uncomfortable heat, 
canned goods, and all other varieties of goods have sold slowly. 
While business has not exactly fallen behind there has been little 
disposition to push things and trade has lagged somewhat. Con- 
ditions are fairly satisfactory, considering the heat, but actual 
movement has been somewhat reduced. 

‘Tomatoes.—Buyers find that packers of Maryland tomatoes 
are not disposed to recede from their position and are beginning 
to come to terms. Sales of five cars of standard Maryland 3s 
were made at 7oc. f. o. b. Baltimore. Some stock is still obtain- 
able at 67'4c. f. o. b. but it is not offered freely at that figure. 
Some holders say that goods obtainable at the low figure are not 
full standard. Buyers are reported to be in need of stock and 
are picking up anything they can find in second hands at a frac- 
tion under packers’ quotations. A few jobbers who have a sur- 
plus, bought at a lower cost are satisfied to release small quanti- 
ties at 72!2c. delivered New York and take chances on having to 
renew their stock at a higher figure later on. Advices from 
Maryland say that packers are ready to buy anything offered 
there of the right quality if it is offered below 67%c. f. 0. b. 
factory. The trade about New York is making more inquiry for 
futures, but so far they still hold out against paying 7oc. f. o. b., 
which is the lowest figure quoted. 

Coru.—The market is fairly active and prices are held 
at quotations for good stock. Some cheap goods are offered at 


about what buyers will pay, but the proportion of this sort is 
comparatively small, it is said. It is reported that most of the 
cheap varieties have been picked up before this and buyers are 
now turning to the better class of goods. The crop in New York 
State will be considerably reduced, owing to unfavorable weather 
during the germinating and the early period of growth. 

Peas.—Some interest is shown in peas, the shortage in New 
York State and the west causing holders to be firm in their 
views. Actual movement appears to be limited to what may be 
termed actual requirements, which are, under the present circum- 
stances, comparatively light. New York State packers will de- 
liver no more than 50 per cent., and some will go as low as 
35 per cent. of sales. 

Asparagus.—Hickmott reports a part of Bouldin's Island 
again under cultivation and says that Hickmott asparagus wil 
be on the market in comparatively small quantities next season. 
Meanwhile the California pack this season is reduced and packers 
will not deliver more than 50 per cent. on the average. 

Peaches.—California goods are being bought freely, with 
prices held firmly up to quotations. There is a firmer feeling in 
the trade, owing to possible shortage, and this disposition to 
hold everything firm prevents free movement. Future sales are 
light, with jobbers making no effort to increase them. 

Fruits.—In the general line of fruits no special interest is 
shown. The market is fairly steady and prices are firmly held 
as quoted. 

Salmon.—Almost three weeks of the sockeye season have 
passed and the fish have not yet appeared. No matter how 
freely they may run after they begin the canneries are equipped 
for only a certain amount of work, and anything received beyond 
that is wasted. Some think that the sockeye salmon has about 
disappeared and that something will have to be done to save it 
from utter destruction. Columbia river chinooks are wanted, 
but the small pack prevents deliveries on contracts and the out-

Jobbers’ Views 


Conditions as Observed by Leading Grocer Journals of 
Various Sections and Their Comments. 


New York. 

The consumption of tomatoes must have been something ‘‘ fierce ’’ to 
have put the overpacked love apple at the 7oc. mark so soon, and, be it 
remembered, that the new pack is almost here. The 7oc. price is for spot 
and future goods. The strength of the market comes from the growing 
scarcity and the poor packing prospect, rather than from the demand, for 
that is small, the rising price checking the movement. Corn is selling oc- 
casionally, but not freely, and for future delivery the call is slow. The sale 
of peas is improving somewhat, mostly of the cheaper varieties, but the finer 
kinds are in the best position statistically, according to packing news. 
Beans are in limited request. Fruits are unchanged. Salmon is quiet. On 
the Columbia the catch has improved. Chinook brands of half-pounds’ and 
flats are wanted here. Red Alaska fish is quiet. Domestic rardines are 
quiet.—Merchants’ Review. 

Philadelphia. 

Tomatoes are firm, both spot and futures. The best quotation now ob- 
tainable on spot standards is 7oc., and little under that can be found in 
futures. A few futures, however, can be bought for 67%c. There is very 
little interest in future tomatoes, but a moderate demand for spot goods. 
Corn is unchanged, with possibly a little more demand for futures from 
buyers who have been vainly waiting for packers to reduce prices. Peas 
are selling in a small way, chiefly cheap goods of the new pack. The 
future business is over, and the market will be dull until deliveries are 
made. Peaches are dull on spot, and no business at all in futures is doing, 
as no packer has yet named prices. California canned goods are unchanged, 
prices being still unsettled. The Baltimore line is also unchanged in the 
main. Packers seem anxious to push string beans at easy prices.—Gvocry 
World. 

Boston. 

There isa much more active demand for gallon apples, and Maine 

stock, as well as New York State, is very closely cleaned up. There has 
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not been so much of an advance in prices to date, as was looked for, but, in 
the opinion of those holding gallon apples, they will be worth at least 
$2.25 to $2.35 by the first of August. Advices from New York State are to 
the effect that in many sections the pack of peas will not be much more 
than 40 or 50 per cent. of last year’s pack. There is a firmer feeling on 
the part of northern packers on both spot and future tomatoes. There has 
been an advance of 5c. to 74c. a dozen in this line within the last three 
months. Owing to the low prices made for new pack blueberries there 
has been a considerable business done—more than either the packers or 
jobbers anticipated, and, as blueberries have not been down to so low a 
figure for the past three years, we expect them to go into consumption 
much faster the coming fall and winter, as the price is such that first-class 
cans of blueberries can be bought for 15c. per can, or two cans for 25¢. 
The high prices prevailing in California on Bartlett pears and cherries have 
helped New York State packers to secure a large volume of business, with 
the result that few, if any, Bartlett pears are being offered at the present 
time in New York State. New York State cherries are selling freely in 
both tin and glass. It is a little early as yet to tell what the pack of corn 
will be in comparison with last year’s pack, but conditions to date in Maine 
have been very favorable and corn is coming along finely, the season being 
at least twenty days earlier than last year. We have received no advices 
from New York State as to the conditions prevailing there, but in the West 
and Southwest the corn crop has been damaged by excessiye rains. The 
West has been favored up to date on both peas and corn. New prices are 
being quoted by Wisconsin packers on both the articles.—New England 
Grocer, 
Montreal, Can. 

Business is quiet. Fresh fruits and vegetables have affected the sale of 
canned goods very much, As this is always expected at this season of the 
year, jobbers offer no complaints. It was reported that some heavy sales 
of salmon had been made at prices of $4.25 for sockeye for coast, but, as 
far as is traceable, nothing was put through under $4.65 f. 0. b. Coast for 
sockeye fish. It is reported that packers of Rivers Inlet fish have with- 
drawn all offers. With the present feeling among the canners there is no 
possibility of any concessions from present prices. 

Toronto, Can. 

Canned goods have occupied a large share of public attention during 
the past week. Peas are the only thing which have been reduced so far, 
but the whole market is naturally being closely followed. Few changes 
are recorded in the price list, and such as have taken place were antici- 
pated.—Canadian Grocer.

Salmon.—There is a slight improvement to be recorded in this market, 
and the business transacted has chiefly been in Alaska, owing to the 
scarcity of other kinds.—Lobsters.—No fresh feature to report. Sardines.— 
The week’s business has been moderate and uneventful, and prices remain 
unchanged. Fishing in France is unsatisfactory, and, although they have 
been getting some fish in Portugal, it is much too large. Fruits.—The 
market is quiet and easier for spot goods, and, although prices have been 
named for some days now for the 1905 pack, there is much less than 
usual interest shown in them. For forward goods pears are a good deal 
higher than last year, while apricots and peaches are cheaper. Meats are 
in good steady request, and there is no change in prices to report. 


Liverpool, England. 

Salmon.—Prices of salmon continue on the upward grade. Halves 
have advanced to such an extent as to be almost out of the reach of buyers. 
One-pound flats are also high, and the trade is perforce driven on best 
talls, which seem a good item. Sardines.—The reports from the fishing 
indicate poor catches and higher prices Fruits.—There has been a large 
demand for all kinds, and the low prices to which apricots have gone secm 
to tempt consumption. Pines are better.—Gvocers’ Gazette. 

CORRESPONDENCE. 
BALTIMORE, July 15, 1905. 

Tomatoes.—The market closes in good strong shape. Today 7oc. per 
dozen, Baltimore, is really an inside price for No. 3 standard tomatoes, and, 
while there are probably some other lots obtainable here, it is very doult- 
ful if more than 5,000 or 6,000 cases of good standard tomatoes can be 
bought in Baltimore at 7oc. per dozen. The tendency still all seems to be 
upward. How much higher prices are going remains to be seen. We are 
having an excellent demand for tomatoes from practically all sections, and 
Canada is stilla buyer. During the past few weeks there has been an 


unusually good demand for gallon tomatoes. 

There is no change in the future market, except to report a very strong 
situation and very few sellers, except at higher prices than are being 
offered. We are having difficulty in filling our orders for No. 3 standards 
at 7oc. per dozen. Packers are playing a waiting game and working along 
different lines from ordinary seasons. As a general thing, country packers 
are always anxious to sell a fair portion of their probable pack, so that 
when they begin packing they can ease themselves up by making early 
shipments. This year, however, they do not seem to be worrying very 
much whether they sell any futures or not. As to the possible size of the 
pack, the unanimous opinion seems to be there will not be over 50% of last 
year’s acreage. As to the growing crop, reports are conflicting; most sec- 


tions complain of too much rain. In this locality there has undoubtedly 
been too much rain during the past two weeks. 

Peaches.—A few boxes of peaches were packed in Baltimore this week 
out of the early varieties of whites. Of course, the quantity was so small 
as hardly to be worth mentioning. Packers anticipate a very light pack 
this year, and no prices are being made on the new goods. The market on 
spot peaches seems to be getting into better shape right along. We are 
paying today $1.15 for No. 3 second whites and $1.20 per dozen for yellows. 
We have limited offerings at these figures. No. 3 pies have been cleaned 
up in Baltimore under Soc. per dozen,‘ ; 

Beans.—The quantity of white wax beans packed in Baltimore this 
year is unusually light, and we find quite a number of packers sold out. 

Blackberries.—Black berries are still being packed. The season, how- 
ever, is pretty nearly over. If you will need any No. 3 or gallon black- 
berries, especially if you want them packed a better grade than the regular 
standards, would suggest your acting at once. : 

Peas.—We are having an excellent demand for second and standard 
peas. The better grades are being neglected. Considering the light pack, 
present prices look attractive. 

Sweet Potatoes.—We regret we are being compelled to decline quite a 
number of orders for sweet potatoes at 77'sc. per dozen. The market in 
Baltimore is entirely cleaned up under 80c. The stock of sweet potatoes in 
Baltimore, we believe, will not exceed 1,000 cases. 

Corn.—There is a better feeling on the cheaper grades of Harford 
county style corn. While the market is not particularly attractive, yet 
there is a good steady demand for standard Harford county shoe peg and 
cheap Maine style corn, 

Ovysters.—We are beginning to book some orders for future oysters. 
Spot oysters are in fair demand,

Weather and Tomatoes.—Have been both much alike this week—sun- 
shine at one hour and dark storm clouds the next. Holders feel an electric 
huoyancy; buyers wondering whether the lightning rod will give sufficient 
protection. Conditions gusty, to say the least, and, while actual orders 
have been light, interest is surely at fever heat. 

. Spot No. 3 tomatoes seem to be more in evidence with 7oc. as the price, 
hut occasionally a seller offering a shade under 70. 

Future Tomatoes.—The buying of future tomatoes continues for reliable 
brands on the basis of joc. f. 0. b. Buyers are a trifle slow in appreciating 
that future tomatoes at this figure are a better purchase, except for imme- 
diate wants, than spots at present quotations. It is possible that we may 
have some early new packed tomatoes to offer within the next ten days or 
two weeks. This is according to advices received from several large 
packers, who avail themselves of early tomatoes before the regular sea- 
son 1s on. 

Spot Corn.—Weather conditions in this section very favorable for 
corn, Spot stocks extremely light in first hands,

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Georgia Peaches Very Disappointing. 


Writing on the Georgia peach situation, The Fruit Trade 
Journal and Produce Record says : 


‘* The South Georgia peach crop is now at its height, receipts in this 
’ market having started out at 60 carloads last Monday. On Tuesday 30 
carloads arrived, on Wednesday 21 carloads, Thursday 15 carloads, Friday 
38 carloads. The fruit is almost entirely Elbertas now, although a few 
of the Belle of Georgia variety also are arriving. 

Since the season has reached its height and the Elberta, the best of the 
Georgia crop, has gotten well under way, receivers are forced to admit the 
truth of what they feared while the early varieties were coming—that the 
South Georgia peach crop is a great disappointment this year. Early 
varieties were uniformly poor in quality, but every one hoped that when 
the prime of them began to arrive the story would be different. But such has 
not been the case; in fact, never were Elbertas as poor as this season. The 
fruit is all more or less green. Sometimes half of a peach will be green, 
and then again only a green spot, but when opened almost invariably a 
worm is found, and the flavor of the fruit is more like that of the California 
peach, which has to be shipped green, than of the luscious Georgia 
Elberta. 

It was hoped when the Elbertas began to arrive the market would be 
established on a fairly profitable basis to those who have bought fruit, but 
in this the trade was disappointed on account of the poor quality of the 
fruit. All this week prices ruled at $1.75 for the best Elbertas until 
Thursday, when, with a decided falling-off in receipts, prices advanced 
25 cents. 

The demand has been very limited all the week on account of the infe- 
rior quality of the fruit. Unquestionably had the peaches satisfied the 
trade, the amount which arrived would have been taken readily at satisfact- 
ory prices. 

J. H. Hale, who passed through New York on Wednesday night for 
his home, in South Glastonbury, said the shippers were very much disap- 
pointed by the results of this season’s work. He expects to finish shipping 
next week, and will not return to Georgia this season. 

If the bulk of the South Georgia crop was bought this year, as is re- 
ported, unquestionably there have been heavy losses in the business. 
Merchants here, however, say they are getting the fruit on commission, 
and with a large quantity coming, even at the lower prices, commission 
merchants savy they are having a very fair season. The South Georgia 


peach lesson, however, should be very impressive to those who have pur- 
chased the stock. It is the old story of a short crop, but minus high prices. 

Shipments from North Georgia are expected to begin in a carload way 
early next week. Some express shipments already have come forward. 
Altogether about 1,000 carloads are expected to come from points north of 
Atlanta. Elbertas are greatly in the minority, but it is hoped that the 
quality will surpass that of the South Georgia Elbertas. 

‘When the Georgia territory is left, practically there will be no peaches 
until the Pine Island crop is ready late in August, and the mountain crops 
of Maryland and West Virginia. The failure of the Delaware and Mary- 
land crops is complete. At Goldsboro, Greensboro, Ridgely and Hender- 
son and other stations of that locality there is not a peach for shipment, 
while at Brentford, Cheswold, Dover, Clayton and other stations there were 
sinall crops on the trees up to the last of May, in some cases half a crop, 
but the fruit dropped so extensively in June that practically none were left. 

There was a considerable sprinkling of peaches around Swedesboro and 
other South Jersey points, particularly on the young trees, which were able 
to stand the cold weather last winter. It is said, however, that only a few 
carloads will come from Swedesboro and Whitehouse. What the frost did 
not kill the scale has finished up, and the scale is making increasingly 
large ravages in that section every year. 

The Pine Island crop is said to be very good, but on the other side of 
the mountain just the contrary, as the scale has gotten in there extensively, 
around Sussex and other localities on that side. This is true also at Mount 
Vernon, on the same side of the mountain as Pine Island. 

The Hudson River and Niagara county crops unquestionably are large: 
the Hudson River crop is said to be the largest ever known. So, from the 
the time the North Georgia crop finishes until Hudson River peaches begin, 
the country will be practically without the fruit. 

The Western crop is generally light to small. Oklahoma, Northern 
Arkansas, Southern Missouri and Kansas, according to J. A. Taylor, of tha 
Texas Fruit and Truck Producers’ Exchange, will have very small crops. 
Southern Arkansas will have about half a crop and the Ozarks very few 
peaches. Arkansas, south of the Ozarks, will not ship over 200 carloads, 
against 450 carloads last year. The movement will begin about July 20. 

Mr. Taylor says the Texas crop will be about 1,600 carloads, compared 
with 1.079 last season.

Canada Growing Oysters. 

Mr. Ernest Kemp, Canadian oyster expert, concludes his report to the 
Government for the past year as follows: 

‘‘Our oysters appear to advance in price each year, and up to the pres- 
ent time it must be pointed out that all are caught from natural beds. This 
industry conld be very much increased and improved upon, by private cul- 
ture, if it was possible to make some arrangement with the provincial gov- 
ernments whereby the water bottom could be converted into oyster areas by 
persons who would care to go into such an undertaking. I cannot recall a 
single country where oysters grow and the inhabitants are debarred from 
cultivating them. This is certainly a serious obstacle as the cultivated 
oyster is much superior to the natural grown ones, besides the source of 
revenue it brings to those who are interested in oyster culture. It would 
also be a means of bringing in a revenue to the Dominion or Provincial 
treasuries if some arrangements could be made whereby persons could take 
up areas at a nominal rental, holding the ground in their own name as long 
as said rental was paid, or for a certain figure give them a freehold title 
deed, or royalties might be levied on the quantities of oysters sold from the 
beds. Some arrangement could certainly be made either by your depart- 
ment or parliament so that persons could enter this branch of industry on 
their own account. Take for instance the revenue that is derived from the 
foreshores and water bottom of the United States, France, England, Italy, 
Japan and many other countries, and yet persons who are anxious to obtain 
a piece along our shores cannot do so, and for no advantageous reason what- 
ever. I would like to see some definite decision arrived at, so that persons 
could take up areas if they wished to as I am sure it would add _ another 
source of profit to all those interested in the industry. 

‘For some time past I have pointed out the necessity of increasing the 
minimum size limit, both as a protection to the oyster beds, and for improv- 
ing the sample of oysters sent to market, and I am pleased to report that 
on the 21st of May last the following Order in Council was passed: Clause 
4. ‘Oysters shall not be fished for, caught, killed, bought, sold or had in 
possession, from the 21st of May to the 22nd day of September in each year, 
both days inclusive: Provided that this prohibition shall come into force in 
Richmond bay, Prince Edward Island, on the 21st day of May, 1904, and 
elsewhere on the 21st day of May, 1905. 6. No person shall fish for, catch, 
kill or buy, sell or have in possession any round oyster of a less’size than 
three inches in diameter of shell, nor any long oysters measuring less than 
three and a half inches of outer shell. Round oysters of a less size than 
three inches in diameter and long oysters measuring less size than three 
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and a half inches on the outer shell, anit that may be accidentally caught, 
shall be returned to the water alive, at the cost and risk of the person so 
fishing, upon whom, in every case, shall devolve the proof of actual libera- 
tion. Provided always that persons holding fishery licenses, may obtain 
from the Minister of Marine and Fisheries, permission to fish for and catch 
small oysters for the purpose of planting or stocking oyster beds. The 
above change may probably affect the quantity of oysters caught dur- 
ing the present season to some extent but it will greatly improve the samples 
sent to market and enhance prices. Previous to the above regulations be- 
ing enforced, merchants were often compelled to purchase oysters that were 
of little marketable value although legal in size, and I feel sure the above 
change is approved of by both merchants, fishermen and buyers and will 
also prove a great benefit to the industry. The shortening of spring fish- 
ing by ten days will also prove a benefit; many persons have expressed a 
desire to abolish spring fishing, but I do not altogether agree with them, as 
I consider what little fishing is done, only improves the beds after laying 
dormant all the winter as the beds are coated over with a thick slimy sedi- 
ment, and fishing on a small scale has the effect of removing this deposit, 
thus cleaning the grounds for the following season’s spat to adhere to. 

My attention has been called from time to time to the different sizes of 
barrels that are now being used to ship oysters in from the island and else- 
where, and have been requested to point this matter out to the department 
and see if a standard size could be adopted. Formerly oysters were shipped 
in the regular flour barrel and that has really been the recognized meas- 
ure for a barrel of oysters, but some unscrupulous person commenced tak- 
ing the staves out of flour barrels, until now a person does not know what 
they are paying for when they order a barrel of oysters. The flour barrel 
is much the easiest and cheapiest to obtain, but the merchants and others 
require a standard size to be recognized by law, whether large or small they 
care not, but some law should be adopted relating to a standard size to pro- 
tect the public and merchants from being swindled. The dimensions of an 
ordinary flour barrel are about as follows: Seventeen inches top and bot- 
tom, with two inches bilge and twenty-five inches deep on the inside, and 
to contain nothing less than ten pecks. This is a very important matter, 
and I would respectfully call the department’s attention to take immediate 
action without any further loss of time.’’ 


Red Oak, Iowa.—The Red Oak Canning Company opened its oper- 
ations on the 1905 pea crop first of July.

FRUIT CROPS. 


It is now becoming certain that ‘the fruit crop of 1905 is going 
to prove a considerable failure in its development. Earlier in the 
year those who study the fruit situation, in advance, came to the 
conclusion that it would be deficient in many respects, but this 
knowledge was tempered by the assured information, that in its 
most important particular it would be up to the average; that 
most important particular was in apples. As we write at pres- 
ent there is already an assured fact that the apple crop is going 
to be largely a failure. Within the past three weeks the drop- 
ping of apples and other developments have proven that there 
will not be much more than half a crop of Apples and the sec- 
tions which had promised best are now sending in the gloomiest 
reports. It isimportant in this respect, to understand that the 
whole fruit situation rests primarily upon the apple crop, but if 
Apples are a failure we are certain to have a dearth of fruit sup- 
ply in the following fall and winter and that there is no other 
crop which can supply the dificiency. It means also in a coin- 
mercial way that all other fruits will be higher in value because 
of the necessity of supplying something of the apple deficiency. 
Now with this information of an Apple crop below the average 
or more, we face a serious condition. It was previously under- 
stood that all other fruit crops would be less than an average this 
year, that even pineapples, which are an imported supply, main- 
ly from the West India Islands, would be received in less than 
usual quantities; that even pears, that overdone crop are going 
to be almost scarce this year and we will be dependant in a large 
way upon small fruits. 

Thanks to the extent of the canning industry peaches stand 
in the relation of second in the fruit crop, to apples; but al- 
though a large crop was not expected from peaches they are also 
sinking rapidly in quantity. Inthe first place California will 
not come to the front with her usual shipments, both peaches 
and apples being below the normal crop in that State, although a 
very heavy yeild of the latter was expected. It has also come 
to be well known that on account of the wet and variable condi- 
tion-of the Spring, the Georgia peach crop has not only been 
shortened, but such as have come to maturity are inferior in

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quality and much infested with worms; especially the south 
Georgia crop which has been of late coming to the market, are 
of inferior quality, watery and tasteless. 

To those who have made a study of peach peculiarities the 
resuit of this is noticeable. ‘Phere comes also another trouble, or 
reported trouble. With California and Georgia virtually defici- 
ent in the market, there remains for the country only the Dela- 
ware-Maryland supply of peaches to call upon as a rule, and 
accumilating reports seem to make it a fact that there will be 
rather a light supply from that section. Undoubtedly the best 
peaches in the world come from the Maryland-Delaware peninsu- 
la, but the hand of fate or destiny appears to be raised against 
them. During the past century it was noticed as a developing 
fact that peaches were annually, slowly but steadily dyeing out 
from north to south on the Atlantic coast. In the early part of 
the century the Hudson river orchards were plentiful and the 
New England orchards would give a large amount of natural 
fruit in the shape of peaches, but each successive decade made it 
but too evident that the peach trees were dyeing out and could 
not be relied upon. By the middle of the century New York 
was counted out of the peach producing section, at least on its 
eastern half. Thirty years later peaches had nearly disappeared 
from New Jersey in the orchard form, and in the past twenty- 
five years even Delaware and Maryland have suffered severely, 
many old orchards being rooted out to give way to more profit- 
able crops. During this latter half century Michigan developed 
an important position in respect to peaches; the fruit was small, 
but the crop was large, and the West relied considerably upon 
the product. When at its best disease infested the Michigan 
orchards, the yellows appeared to take possession of the whole 
State and there was no remedy but extermination. After being 
out of the peach-producing business for about five years, Michi- 
gan once more started other orchards, and we are happy to say 
had excellent results as a consequence; her crop, however, this 
year will be light on account of the severe frost of last winter. 


Now, on the top of all this information, comes the reports . 


that the Hudson river crops will be rejuvenated this year, and 
one of the heaviest crops ever known to that section will be 
produced. 

It-is well known, however, that there are specially two 
kinds of peaches or classes; one is the rich, strong-fibred, but 
soft, sweet peach, running to several sizes and kinds, but having 
its own rich flavor; the other is a large shapely, beautiful peach, 
as handsomely colored as if made of wax, but having almost no 
rich flavor, and for packers packing the one great quality it will 
not process well, but goes to pieces, and if cooked for any extent 
will go into pulp. The first described peach seems to be the 
product of the salt water or tidewater section, the other is more 
inclined to be derived from the interior or mountain section. 
There are good judges of the fruit who say that the California 
peach at its best lacks the flavor of the Peninsula peach, both in 
quality and processing stimula. By judicious management in 
the orchard and process-room, however, it has become the favor. 
ite fruit, and every good hotel has to keep a supply of it on 
hand during the winter in the form. of canned peaches. It is 
noticeable that the Maryland mountain peach, grown in the 
foothills of the Allegheny mountains, very much resembles the 
California peach in many respects, but, with all its beauty, it 
has also the disability. It makes, however, an excellent fruit 
for shipping and commands attention on the stalls. It is, there- 
fore, a relief in the general market upon the demand that usually 
comes upon the Peninsula peach, as it supplies the railroad loca- 
tions for distribution. 

The Georgia peach comes in somewhete between these two 
peaches, as a rule, but this year the quality of the Georgia peach, 
especially the South Georgia, is very much that of the mountain 
peach; it is good to look at, but not inviting as to flavor. It 
has, however, the market a month or two ahead of the 
Maryland peach and is usually disposed of before the Mary land 
peach begins to arrive. 
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The situation, therefore, at present when summed up is 
this: There is little to expect from California or from the coun- 
try in general, and the canned goods packers will get no more 
than they need. The Georgia crop is deficient both in quantity 
and quality. The Peninsula crop is going to be very much 
below the normal, mainly on account of the late drop. ‘The 
mountain peaches are not half a crop in this section. The 
Michigan crop will be about 60 per cent. of a full late crop and 
the Missouri Valley and ‘Texas crops are only about one-half of 
the average. 

Now it is almost an axiom among canned goods packers, 
that the best time to pack peaches is when the fruit is neither 
high nor low: when the crep is a failure the prices are so high 
the packers cannot afford to pay the shippers for them; when 
there is a glut the price is so low that it is not possible to get 
cost out of the canned article, therefore the conditions this vear 
should meet the ideas of the canned goods packers. What 


peaches come to this port will probably arrive on schedule time, 
this is for red peaches about the roth of August, or, say about 
two weeks from now, for the finest quality stock; and yellow 
peaches are two weeks later than that and we will have to wait 
for that period to the end of August. In the meantime the to- 
mato maket is getting interesting and the packer will soon have 
his hands full.

WEEK ENDING MonpDAY, JULY 15, 1905. 
GENERAL, SUMMARY. 

Favorable temperatures prevailed during the week ending July 17 
throughout the country. The intense heat on the Pacific Coast during the 
latter part of the previous week was followed by decidedly lower temper- 
ature. Heavy rains interfered with work in the Ohio Valley and over a 
large part of the South Atlantic and east Gulf States, but a very general 
absence of rain in the west Gulf districts, with only light showers over much 
of the Missouri and upper Mississippi Valleys, afforded favorable oppor-

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tunity for much-needed cultivation. Rains would be of great benefit in 
the southern Plateau region. 

Corn has made splendid progress throughout nearly the whole of the 
corn belt, and is decidedly improved in the States of the Missouri Valley, 
Where its previous progress had been retarded by cool weather. While the 
general outlook for this crop is very promising, it has sustained some 
injury on lowland in Missouri and in portions of the South Atlantic and 
east Gulf States, and is not in a good state of cultivation in portions of the 
Ohio Valley. 

Nearly all reports indicate an inferior apple crop. 

SPECIAL TELEGRAPHIC REPORTS. 

New England.—Boston: Weather very favorable for growth .and work; 
all crops made rapid progress; fruits are good, except apples, which are 
below average and dropping badly. 

New York.—Ithaca: Frequent showers and very warm until 14th, when 
it turned cool and fair; considerable local damage by hail and wind; corn 
much improved; gardens doing well; apples and pears deteriorating; other 
fruits good. : 

New Jersey.—Atlantic City: Much warmer, with frequent showers 
almost daily in some places; growing crops greatly improved, except in 
central section, where drought continues; apples and peaches developing 
well; corn very promising. 

Pennsylvania.—Philadelphia: Warm week, with frequent showers and 
damaging local storms; garden truck thrifty and plentiful; apples continue 
dropping; peaches, pears and other fruits promising. 

Virginia.—Richmond: Week warm and rainy; field work delayed; 
corn making rapid growth and very promising; apples poor, except 
locally. 

North Carolina.—Raleigh: Frequent and excessive rains detrimental; 
soil washed and lowlands flooded and crops much damaged; corn bene- 
fited; young corn on bottoms drowned; fruit rotting badly. 

Texas.—Galveston: Cool early in week, but warm later; weather gen- 
erally fair, with scattered showers end of week in northeast portion; farm 
work pushed; corn improved and good crop assured; gardens deteriorated. 

Arkansas.—Little Rock: First of week cool, latter part seasonable, rain 
in northern portion, elsewhere local showers; crops grassy, some lands 
abandoned; early corn poor, late needs cultivation; apples poor crop; 
peaches fair. 

Tennessee.—Nashville: Showers, followed by warm, dry weather, 
favored growth; farm work pushed; crop conditions much improved, not- 
ably upland corn; apples generally inferior. 
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Kentucky.—Louisville: Corn excellent, but weedy, partly laid by, 
short of usual cultivation; apples falling; peaches ripening, crop short. 

Missouri.—Columbia: Weather favorable for corn; condition of corn 
highly satisfactory, except on some lowlands, where damaged by overflows; 
apples poor. 

Illinois.—Springfield: Corn in splendid condition, early planted tassel- 
ing in north and shooting in central; berries plentiful; apples scarce and 
dropping. 

Indiana,—Indianapolis: Rains first’ part of week stopped farm oper- 
ations; corn again becoming foul, but growing rapidly; tomatoes doing 
well; apples falling, crop light. 

West Virginia.—Parkersburg: Hot, showery weather, favorable for 
growth; some corn not sufficiently worked, but condition very promising; 
apples about half crop; other fruits scarce. Ee 

Ohio.—Columbus: Much sunshine last of week, marked improvement 
in corn; apples, plums and pears poor; peaches dropping. 

Michigan.—Grand Rapids: Continued showers during early part of 
week; corn in promising condition; beans making good growth; apples 
scabby and dropping extensively; peaches and pears continue promising. 

Wisconsin.—Milwaukee: All crops much improved by week of dry 
weather; corn much improved; apples promising. 

Minnesota.—Minneapolis: Corn growing rapidly. 

Ilowa.—Des Moines: Cool, cloudy and showery first of week, followed 
by much warmer and favorable conditions for growth of crops; early corn 
showing tassels and general condition promising; reports of apple crop 
disappointing. 

California.—San Francisco: Cool weather following hot wave exceed- 


ingly beneficial to deciduous fruits; considerable damage by heat, but less 
than estimated; fruits fair to heavy; citrus fruits good; beans good.

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Canned Salmon. 
The Fishing Gazette says: 

A prominent official of the J. K. Armsby Co. is authority for the state- 
ment that the disclosure of the price on 1905 Alaskan salmon by controlling 
interests has given an enormous stimulus to the Eastern market both on 
spot and futures. From sales already recorded it is evident that the trade 
has cottoned to the proposition of dollar salmon as a basis for the future 
market on red fish, it being considered a very long chance of Puget Sound 
sockeyes opening at anything like this figure. Prices made on other grades 
are considered equally satisfactory, and the best possible corroboration of 
the fact that the figures meet with the approval of the trade is to be found 
in the prompt cut of 5c. made by a well-known Seattle interest, who quote 
Southeastern Alaskan reds at 95c. per dozen, f. 0. b. Pacific Coast, for fu- 
ture delivery. Spot and futures in red Alaskan are now at the same parity 
with the Association $1.13 per dozen, delivered New York. The outside 
interest above referred to only quotes f. 0. b. Pacific Coast. In the cheaper 
grades of fish the offerings are at exactly the same parity. 

Although stoutly denied in certain quarters, it seems certain that the 
Columbia run of small chinooks is improving every week and the canneries 
have still a fighting chance of coming out with a normal pack, seeing that 
the open season extends until August 25, which practically means the end 
of the month at earliest if the Oregon commissioner is of the same mind as 
last year, The run of steelheads in the Columbia continues heavy and cold 
storage enterprise is flourishing apace. A conservative estimate of the 
salmon pack made the first week in July by the San Francisco 7rade journal 
on a basis of four dozen talls to the case make it not over $0,000 cases, but 
there is every indication that a continued large run is to follow as the river 
is low and the fish will have to come inside to find fresh water which they 
seek to spawn in. 

The statistical position of Alaska red, according to controlling interests, 
is at date well nigh as strong as that of the cheaper grades, and, althofigh 
a heavy pack is anticipated, they point out that June sales in the States 
of spot goods were quite abnormal, while, so far as the export market is 
concerned, Liverpool public warehouse returns of Juse 1, 1905, show 
550,084 cases on hand as against 688,164 cases on the corresponding date 
last vear and 684,709 cases on June 1, 1903. Reports from London and 
other centres show the same proportionate deficiency. 

Nothing further has transpired as to developments on Puget Sound. 
The spring run of salmon has passed and there are no appearances whatso- 
ever of the much-heralded sockeye schools of fish, although there has been 
a showing in the Straits San Juan DeFuca of the hybrid variety, which ap- 
pears annually with the run of spring salmon, and which seek the spawn- 
ing grounds of the Skagit river: they are supposed to be the product of the 
Baker Lake Government Hatchery. The same condition applies, of course, 
to the lower reaches of the Fraser river, where the most extensive prepara- 
tions have been made from New Westminster to Stevenson, B.C. At the 
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latter place the canneries have actually installed electric power to run the 
machinery and illuminate the plants. In Northern British Columbia from 
Quathiaski Cove to the Naas, it is reported that the canneries are doing 
fairly well. The opening run of sockeyes for the season has commenced on 
the Naas, the Skeena, at Rivers Inlet and at Smith Inlet, and, while the 
fish have not appeared in great numbers as yet, they are reaching the 
rivers in a steady stream, which makes gill netting a remunerative calling 
for the fishermen. ‘The Vancouver Wor/d expresses the belief that no 
matter how freely the salmon ascend the Fraser this year, the total pack 
will be about 25 less than it was in the year of the last run, 1901, The 
total number of cases put up then in all British Columbia was about 
1,230,000, This vear it will not be more than a million all told. It only 
remains to add that if the run of sockeyes does not develop before the 15th 
of the present month the whole business will prove an utter fiasco. 

Pinks and other grades of cheap salmon are really selling. The inter- 
nal demand has not yet fully developed and there are but 75,000 cases on 
the coast today to satisfy all demands, with prospect of an exceedingly 
limited output the present year. At present values pinks, both spot and 
futures, are a good buy.

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Falsifying French Sardines. 


Under date of May 22, 1905, United States Consul Louis 
Goldschmidt, of Nantes, France, transmits the following transla- 
tion of an article on the Sardine Fisheries of France, which ap- 
peared in La Petit Journal (Paris) of May 21: 

We have written at length of the terrible misery which existed a few 
years ago among the population of Brittany, owing to the disappearance of 
the sardine and the repeated bad years of fishing. Subscriptions were 
opened all over France, and the readers of the Petit Journal were happy to 
render assistance, through our medium, to the numerous needy families. 
Although a little less intense, the crisis none the less still exists, and the 
congress which met very recently at Lorient tried to remedy the deplorable 
state of things. 

The sardine industry in France supports nearly 30,000 sailors and a 
considerable number of workingmen and workingwomen in factories, in all 
over 40,000 families, comprising at least a population of 200,000 indivi- 
duals, scattered mostly along the southern coast of Brittany and upon the 
littoral of Vendee. 

Sardines have been scarce for the last few years, the cause being less 
an epidemic spoken of in scientific circles a few months ago than an intense 
exploitation of the reserved bottoms of the territory by means of drags, and 
to the lack of protection to the larvce and small fry, captured or decimated 
before having attained full gowth and edible size. 

The national industry has been subjected to a hard trial, and for two 
years the mannfacturers had to close down or work at a loss, owing to ex- 
ceptional prices due to the scarcity of the fish. If France has preserved her 
reputution for the superiority of the quality of the sardines over the world, 
it is at the price of very heavy sacrifices, and thanks to the care taken in 
their preparation and the quality of the fish and oil. The competition 
heretofore by Spanish and Portuguese manufacturers would amount to 
nothing if the most shameless fraud practiced by certain concerns was 
suppressed. 

Happily the French manufacturers have bestirred themselves. A large 
number of them, owners of 120 factories, have met at Lorient and have re- 
quested that the most energetic measures be taken to prevent such frauds 
in the future. During the meeting the bill projected by Mr. Georges Le 
Bail, deputy of Finistere, for the protection of the French industry of pre- 
served sardines against the fraud called ‘‘depoting’’ was very much dis- 
cussed. We will give the gist of a conversation with Mr. Le Bail : 
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‘It is high time,’’ says Mr. Le Bail, ‘‘that a law should intervene to 
place a high duty upon the entry into France of foreign sardines. The 
Spaniards and the Portuguese ship into France large boxes containing 140 
to 150 sardines. These receptacles are subjected to the operation- of 
‘ depoting '—that is, they are divided into boxes of smaller size, which are 
then sold as French products. 

‘* This substitution brings the fish into contact with the air and causes 
the need of reboiling, which diminishes still more the value of a foreign 
product already inferior. This commerce has assumed very disturbing pro- 
portions. The imports, which in 1897 were 2,476,425 pounds, reached 
13,545,180 pounds in 1go4. 

‘‘These sardines are sold more cheaply than ours, which are nearly 
always of first quality, the reasons for the cheapness being that foreign 
workmen are paid less than in France, and that in Spain and Portugal the 
fishing lasts all the year, while here fishing-is only profitable during two 
months. Furthermore, these two countries remit upon exportation from 
their territory the duties upon the oil and the tin boxes. 

‘Those benefiting from ‘depoting ’ pretended that during bad fishing 
years it was indispensable to practice this operation in order to retain: cus- 
tomers, and they have particularly invoked the interest of the poorer 
classes, pretending that the ‘depoting’ permitted the purchase of the sar- 
dines at retail very cheap. 


‘‘It has been demonstrated from careful study at different points in 
France, through the chambers of commerce, etc., that the large boxes have 
been nearly everywhere abandoned, and that the smaller sizes give to the 
customers sardines in much better condition at 30 centimes (5.79c.) a box, 
that is, 5 centimes (0.0965¢.) each. There are even boxes containing four 
or two sardines. 

‘* Consequently, I come back to this: That it is urgent to prohibit the 
entry into France of the large packages weighing 1 kilo (2.2 pounds) or 
over. Boxes weighing less than 1 kilo will not suffer from the bill I have 
proposed. These boxes, containing from 40 to 45 sardines, will permit 
keepers of restaurants, boarding-houses, grocers and butchers to satisfy 
their customers; the sales being renewed oftener and sardines being exposed 
to the air during fewer days will suffer less. Furthermore, our French 
products will be enabled to compete advantageously as to price and quality. 
Now, let me speak to you of the frauds, with the proofs in my hands." 

Mr. Le Bail passed into his workroom and brought back into the salon 
a large case filled with boxes of sardines of all sizes. 

‘* Look at this,’’ said he, pulling out the boxes one after the other.

Upon all the boxes we read in large letters: ‘French sardines. Extra fine 
oil. Manufactured upon the fishing sites.’ *’ 

** You naturally think that you are looking upon excellent sardines, 
manufactured in France with good, wholesome, fresh oil. You are mis- 
taken. All of these sardines are of foreign extraction. You may be regu- 
larly eating them, and how many others likewise. Take this magnifying 
glass and look carefully at the boxes." 

We looked at them with the glass. Ridiculously small, as if ashamed 
to exhibit itself upon the tin or upon the band surrounding the box, we 
read the foreign name of the country of their manufacture. But who is 
going to use a magnifying glass when purchasing sardines ? 

You see, this is what the public are made to swallow for fish from ous 
coasts. It is not astonishing that after having tasted these products one 
begins to detest sardines. There is too much of this fraud, which ruins our 
national industry, and which causes us to lose little by little the reputation 
which has cost us half a century of repeated effort and of sacrifice. In order 
to suppress all these odious deceptions, there is but one means. It is nec- 
essary that in future foreign preserves have stamped in the centre of the 
cover of each receptacle, either in relief or cut in, in good-sized Latin 
letters of at least 4 millimeters (0.16 inch) height the name of the country 
of origin.” 


Pea Packers, Look to Your Laurels! 


The pea packers of this country have always had the keenest competi- 
tion from the French article, but have been able, in a measure, to hold their 
own in the market, but now comes a new claimant in the field for a share 
of this good business, and, if he follows his usual bent, he will try for the 
lion’s share. 

The English have gone into packing green peas in competition with 
France and America, as notice the article in /ke Canadian Grocer, enti- 
tled, *‘ English Packed * Petit Pois :° 

“The reputation of the French packers of peas is of the highest, and 
the narrow brass label which adorns the tins of the Bordeaux and Nantes 
packers is known to every grocer catering to the better class of trade. 
The signification of the words, Petit) Pois,’ Chaix,”’ 
“ Pins,’ ete., has been a source of no little worry at times to many a grocery 
clerk throughout this country, with the possible exception of the French 
Canadian clerks. The superior reputation enjoyed by the French goods 
and the special manner of preparation had obtained for the packers a sin- 
gular distinction and control of a practically exclusive trade. This field is, 
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however, in danger of being invaded by English packers, and already a 
good business is being done in the English packed ‘ Petit Pois.’ The trade 
is growing rapiily, not only on account of the preferential duty and the 
lowness of freight from London as compared with French ports, but also on 
accoant of the quality of the peas. This is now claimed equal in every 
respect to the finest French brands. The packers in England have evi- 
dently made a deep study to perfect these goods and the results are appar- 
ent in the increased quantities that have been received in this market 
during the past two years. Advance samples ot the present season's pack 
in the hands of agents show no falling off in excellence of quality, but, on 
the contrary, are, if anything, superior to anything put up in France up to 
the present. The peas are packed in the well-known heavy white tin with 
the good old-fashioned brass label, with contents designated in French, 
and are absolutely undistinguishable from the Bordeaux and other French 
pack. The unchangeable and conservative English packers are apparently 
taking a leaf out of the German manufacturers’ book and putting up goods 
as people want them and not as they ‘‘ should be made to buy them,’’ and 
in respect to this imitation of the French packers’ products are bound to 
cut into the latter's trade. This is particularly so in the case of Canada, 
where the preferential duties and lower freight rates give the English 
packer a decided advantage. With the lower prices at which the English- 
packed French peas can be sold to the retailer, self-interest will induce that 
distributor to push them, and when consumers express themselves as highly 


* pleased with the flavor and general excellence of the English pack, it will 


not be many years before a very large trade will develop. 


Victoria, B. C.—The traps being operated in connection with the can- 
nery of Messrs. Todd & Munsie at Esquimalt are to be lifted today for the 
first time, and it is expected that the cannery at Esquimalt will commence 
operations when the fish taken from the traps are delivered there tomorrow, 
says a recent report. The tugs Squid and Cascade have‘ arrived from the 
mainland to convey salmon taken by the traps of the Capital City Canning 
and Packing Co, to the mainland. The Squid will take the fish to the St. 
Mungo cannery on the Fraser, and the Cascade will carry fish to the 
Fraser consigned to the British Columbia Packers’ Association.
